* There is as direct a contradiction as cor. be between your letter of August 6 
and what I told you the Archives wrote me. 

I eould raise other questions about this, such as your agreement to give them 
to me years ago and then electing a way not required, which had the effect of denying 
them to me. However, 1 had then given my word and I did keep it. 

This can develop as I would like to believs neither of us prefers. 

I note, for example , that you do not tell mo that the Secret Service does not 
have copies of these qssssisss documnts. I also note that the law requires an 
agency that considers another is the agency of paramount interest to forward any 
such request to the second agency which will then consider it as a request filed 
directly with it. 

For the moment I will, in an effort to avoid problems, amend the request asctefEs to

m atexitx raxzall records 01/ the transxer ox those doouments I requested to this 

unidentified other "federal agency.” To this I a±£ add a request for a copy of 

that record which designates this inidentifled agency as the "repository of the 

documents in question." 

If you decline this I aak that you forward the letters as to the designated 
FOIA officer and that they be considered my request under the FOIA.
